Our seeds a re a ll ra ised by 
persons under contra ct, pea s a nd bea ns in 
northern New York, ca bba ge, turnip, etc., 
on Long isla nd, ca uliflower in Europe, a nd 
beets on both sides the Atla ntic. 
“ Our business includes every county in the 
Union, but a t present the south is the -fa esv- 
est consumer, owing to the fa ct tha t a ll the 
country a bout Norfolk, Newborn, a nd Sa ­ 
va nna h is growing fbr tbe New York ma r­ 
ket 
The grea t development of the tra de is 
a thing of recent yea rs, of course, but there 
is one firm in this city which ha s been in the 
business for a century. 
One thing which 
ha s to be ta ken into a ccount in the tra de is 
tho grea t difference in seedn in rega rd to 
their vita lity. 
Ca bba ge, ca uliflower, a nd 
turnip ma y be kept for fire or six yea rs be­ 
fore using, whilo with onion, leek, pa rsnip, 
a nd egg-pla nt seeds, it is seldom sa fe to sow 
them in their second yea r. Vino seed a lmost 
equa l George Wa shington’s many nurses in 
longevity. 
We ha ve in tnir employ a ma n 
who swea rs tha t he ha s ra ised 
melons from 
seeds over forty yea rs old. 
“ With us, a s with every one else, tho rush 
is a fter novelties. 
They a re either frea ks 
of na ture, va ria tions, ‘sports,’ a s wo ca ll 
them, or they a ro the result of experiments 
b y enthusiastic specia lists, scioutiflc fa rm­ 
ers, men who put their money and knowl­ 
edge into the ground and got little out of it 
of a sub stantial na ture.

The little village o f Paw Paw, situated 
at the east end o f Lee C’vunty, was thro wn 
s into a wild state o f ex citement yesterday 
‘ mo rning upo n learning that two yo ung 
I men had been fatally wo unded during the 
! night while charivaring a wedding party. 
The unfo rtunate yo ung men were Clar­ 
ence White, aged twenty-o ne, and Wil­ 
liam Heckman, aged twenty-seven years, 
farm hands, bo th residents o f Paw Paw. 
The charivari o ceured at the residence o f 
Mrs. Nettleto n, two miles no rth o f Paw 
Paw, who se daughter, Miss Cera, was 
wedded to Charles Pulver, o f Nebraska, 
o n Tuesday night. 
Sho rtly after raid 
night abo ut a do zen yo ung men gathered 
in fro nt o f the heuse and intent o n having 
so me spo rt, with no disrespect fo r the 
yo uag lady o r any o ne, pro bably, pro ­ 
ceeded to give the ho useho ld an o ld fash­ 
io ned charivari. Tin pans, guns, revo l­ 
vers and tin ho rns were the principal in­ 
struments, o r implements, used o n the o c­ 
casio n. 
After a sho rt time, the racket 
; and din beco ming so mewhat unbearable, 
Mrs. Nettleten stepped to the do o r and 
o idered the cro wd away fro m the place. 
One o f their number answered that they 
wo uld go as seo n as the bride and gro o m 
made their appearance. 
The serenaders, 
ho wever, retreated to the ro ad and were 
in this po sitio n when a sho t was fired 
fro m a seco nd sto ry windo w o f the ho use, 
hitting no o ne as it was evidently fired 
o ver their heads. 
Had the cro wd ac­ 
cepted the timely warning and dispersed 
at this mo ment a terrible tragedy wo uld 
have been averted, as ano ther sho t so o n 
fo llo wed the first, wo unding two o f the 
partv. 
The no ise immediately ceased and 
the lights were so o n ex tinguished in the 
ho use. Members o f the charivari party 
immediately started fo r carriages to re­ 
mo ve the wo unded, which they succeeded 
in do ing abo ut an ho ur later. 
In the 
mo rning o fficer Pierce, o f Paw Paw, ar­ 
rested the entire Nettleto n family, the 
gro o m included, and a hearing 
was had 
befo re Squire Herringto n, who discharged 
all ex cept Arthur Nettleto n, a bro ther o f 
the bride, who was co mmitted to jail fo r 
ten days to await the result o f White and 
Heckman’s wo unds. 
W hite was sho t in 
the head, o ne bucksho t entering just o ver 
the right eye and be was at last acco unts 
fro m there in a very precario us co nditio n, 
his death being lo o ked fo r at any ho ur. 
Heckman s wo und is also very serio us, a 
sho t entering his left side abo ut fo ur 
inches belo w the heart. 
A telegram received at this writing 
I states that White is wo rse and Heckman 
i better. 
Yo uag Nettleto n, charged with the 
sho o ting, was bro ught here and placed in 
the co unty jail this mo rning. 
An inter­ 
view. b y the T e l e g r a p h repo rter, at the 
jail, in the presence o f the defendant’s 
atto rneys, Messrs C. F. Presto n, O’Brien 
and Wo o ster, resulted in eliciting the fo l­ 
lo wing: 


n e t t l e t o n ’s s t a t e m e n t . 


The yo ung man said: 
“ We all retired 
abo ut midnight and were aro used so o n 
Baltimo re, is ] afterward by a serenading party, who no t 
o nly made a ttriible no ise but attempted 


seem to realize the serio usness o r tne 
charge made against him; if we may 
judge fro m his co nduct and general bear­ 
ing at the present time. Either this is true, 
o r he is a yo ung man with co nsiderable 
nerve. 
During the entire inteiview he 
carried a so rt o f an unco ncerned air. 
Even when the dispatch arrived and was 
read in his .presence anno uncing that 
White was wo rse, he did no t apparently 
regard it as a matter o f much impo rtance, 
and did no t seem to be in the least mo ved 
thereat. 
Yo ung Nettleto n is twenty-two 
jrears o ld; but in appearance is scarcely 
mo re than a bo y; being o f lielit stature 
and abo ut five feet eight inches in height, 
wears a light do wnyimo ustache; has lo w 
fo rehead and small eyes. 
He lives with 
his wido wed mo ther and manages her 
large farm and has bo rne an ex cellent rep­ 
utatio n hereto fo re. 
The ex citement at Paw Paw ran high 
yesterday mo rning, and befo re the facts 
were kno wn there were many threats to 
lynch Nettleto n, but all is quiet no w. 
Nettleto n has been placed in the criminal 
department o f the jail in this city. 


THE HOY IS DEAD. 
As we go to press this evening a dis­ 
patch is received fro m Paw Paw anno unc­ 
ing the death o f o ne o f the yo ung men, 
Clarence White, and this, o f co urse, 
makes the charge aeainst yo ung Nettleto n 
that o f murder. 
It is certainly o ne o f the 
mo st deplo rable events that the T e l e ­ 


gr ap h was ever called upo n to chro mcle.
